An effort will be made today on 
the House Door to obtain a vote 
on a Senate-approved bill grant- 
ing tax exemption to federally 
financed public housing projects 
in St. Louis, Kansas City and St.

This would require a minimum of 
76 votes, the same number needed 
for actual passage. ‘ 

This morning’s committee meet- 
ing failed also to take any action 
on an amendment prepared by As- 
sociate City Counselor Aubrey 
Hamilton of St. Louis. The 
amendment would have specified 
that 3 per cent of net shelter 
rentals be contributed to the po- 
litical subdivision in which the 
project was located, in lieu of 
taxes.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
With more than $50,000,000 at 
stake, the nation’s men in uniform 
riveted their attention on the 
White House today to learn when 
the draft extension compromise 
and its companion pay increase 
measure become law. 

The bills cleared final congres- 
sional hurdles yesterday in double- 
quick time after months of argu 
ment. 

Public interest centered on the 
nine-month extension of the war- 
time draft beyond June 30 with 
non-fathers between 19 and 45 
probably most concerned as pos- 
sible draftees. Neither service, 
however, has indicated any desire 
to draft anyone over 26. Other 
prime provisions of the measure 
include: | 

1. An 18-month limit on com- 
pulsory service. 

2. No further inductions of 
fathers, 

3. A clause that fathers now 
in service may apply for release 
after Aug. 1. 

But the men of the Army, Navy. 
Marines and other armed services 


—from gold braided officers down 


to privates and apprentice seamen 
—were more interested in the time 
of the pay boost signing. 

The increases—ranging from $25 
a month for the privates up to 
$166.67 for the upper bracket gen- 
erals and admirals — will become 
effective on the first day of the 
month following the presidential 
signature. 

Expected to Sign Before July 1. 

Because the present stopgap 
draft act dies at the end of this 
month, Truman was expected to 
sign the compromise extension be- 
fore July 1. 

He was not under the same pres- 
sure to sign the broad pay in- 
crease plan. Hence if he delays 
this until after July 1, all men on 
duty with the armed service 
would have to wait unti! Aug. 1 
before collecting the extra money. 

In all, congressional committees 
estimated the pay increases will 
total something over $632,000,000 
for the next year. One month 
would amount to more than $50,- 
000,000 on an average, so whether 
the men in uniform collect it in 
July depends on Truman’s pen.

Written on May 29, in response

CHICAGO, June 26 (INS)—An 
astounding statement, issued 
against the background of a new 
gangland shooting, threatens to 
b:ow the lid off illegal horse race 
gambling throughout the country. 

One of the most extraordinary 
accounts of gambling operations 
ever recorded, the statement was 
made by James Ragen Sr., wealthy 
head of a racing information serv- 
ice, weeks before he was am- 
bushed and wounded Monday 
night on Chicago streets, 


The 98-page document naming 
many gangsters and speaking of 
$600,000 in gifts to unidentified 
politicians, was expected to lead 
to a sweeping federal investiga- 
tion of gambling. 

(The United Press said that 
Ragen’s statement charged that 
former State Senator Dan Serri- 
tella had served as political “fix- 
er” for the Capone syndicate. It 
said Serritella was taken into cus- 
tody for questioning last night.

ATLOWEST POINT 
FVERKNOWN HERE 


Survey Shows Little Beef, 
Pork, Lamb — Sausage 
Vanishing — Poultry, 
Fish Available. 


Supplies of meat in retail stores 
have reached the lowest point in 
the local history of the industry, 
J. W. Stevens, field secretary of 


the Individual Retail Grocers’ and 
Meat Dealers’ Association of St. 
Louis, said today. Stevens repre- 
a about 1500 dealers in the 
city. 

A survey by the Post-Dispatch 
indicated an almost complete ab- 
sence of beef, pork and lamb and 
a rapidly vanishing supply of 
sausage which has been available 
in limited quantities until recent- 
ly. 

Poultry supplies, particularly 
hens for stewing or roasting, are 
still generally available and there 
is no acute shortage of fish but 
few market operators expected 
much improvement in the beef, 
pork and lamb supply in the im- 
mediate future. ‘ 

A. F. Versen, secretary of the 
St. Louis Local Meat Packers’ As- 
sociation, calling attention to an- 
other sharp drop in slaughtering 
operations this week, predicted 
that about one half of the 12,5000 
persons normally employed in the 
St. Louis area packing industry 
will be laid off if the OPA com- 
Womise bill becomes law.

One French Scientist Is Worried 
About Atom Bomb Experiments

PARIS, June 26 — Operation 
Crossroads, a daily front-page fea- 
ture in the French press, has sud- 
denly assumed, at least for the 
French layman, the aspects of a 
threat to the world’s existence. 
Robert Esnault-Pelterie, famous 
engineer-scientist, declared before 
a meeting of his colleagues at the 
French Academy .of Science yes- 
terday that his research had 
shown that water as well as ura- 
nium could produce atomic reac- 
tions. All deep-sea explosions 
should be prohibited until the full 
reaction of water to atomic bombs 
has been studied, Esnault-Pelterie 
said. 
Esnault-Pelterie said that if 
ocean water reacted to atom fis- 
sion as uranium, the world might, 


in 40 minutes, be transformed into

nebulas. He immediately modified 
this terrifying remark, however, 
by saying that he had discovered 
only three chemical reactions in 
which water reacted like uranium 
and he did not know fully the 
conditions for these chemical 
changes, 

The scientist added he felt cer- 
tain that these conditions were 
known to the scientists experi-

Army Adopts Most ‘Gripe’ Board

It provides, 
however, that terminal leave pay- 
ments also be made for unused 
furlough time prior to July 1, in- 
cluding that of men already dis- 
charged.

Letter Follows Reports 
That.Sea Arm Sought

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
Navy Secretary Forrestal has no- 
tified President Truman of his de- 
sire to co-operate “fully” to 
achieve the goals of the Presi- 
dent's Army-Navy merger pro- 


gram. 

Forrestal’s attitude toward the 
merger proposal was expressed in 
a letter to Truman. The letter 
was released by the White House. 
Forrestal said he considered the 
objectives recently outlined by the 
President as “attainable.” He 
adaed that he believed it possible 
to overcome difficulties in draft- 
ing the necessary legislation. 

“I wish to thank you for the 
patience with which you have lis- 
tened to the Navy’s views on the 
reorganization of our national de- 
fense and for the time which ‘you 
have devoted to the subject,” For- 
restal wrote. “You may be as- 
sured of my desire and that of 
Adm. Nimitz (Navy chief of staff) 
to co-operate with you fully in the 
effort to achieve the objectives in 
your program.” 

Secretary of War Patterson re- 
cently wrote the President ex- 
pressing wholehearted approval 
and pledging support of Truman's 
recommendations on unification. 
Forrestal mentioned the subject 
of land-based planes for naval 
reconnaisance, anti- submarine 
warfare and shipping protection 
and added: 

“I am glad to note that the 
Navy is to have a continuing part 
of the future development of 
these operations so that full ad- 
vantage may be taken of its ex- 
perience in this field and of the 
lessons learned in the late war. 
Adm, Nimitz joins me in this ex- 
pression.” 

The letter was released amid re- 
ports from capitol hill that the 
Navy. still hoped to get a better 
deal out of any merger than Tru- 
man proposed for it.

HOUSE COMMITTEE RELEASES 
REPORT WHICH CAUSED ROW 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee today approved publication 
of a controversial subcommittee 
report which was critical of Amer- 
ican policies toward Russia and 
Italy. The decision ended an inter- 
committee row about the report, 
which has been in print for some 
time. Chairman Bloom (Dem.), 
New York, said the committee, in 
authorizing the publication, did 
not consider whether it should ap- 
prove the views expressed.

Cabinet Mission Going

NEW DELHI, June 26 (UP)— 
The British cabinet mission and 
Viceroy Lord Wavell announced 
tonight the temporary suspension 
of negotiations looking to Indian 
independence and said a care- 
taker government would be 
formed to function until they 
could be resumed. 

In a formal statement the mis- 
sion members and Wavell ex- 
pressed regret that their efforts 
had failed. They said they were 
“determined that the efforts shall 
be renewed” to find a way to 
form an interim. government as 
the first step to independence for 
India, 

The negotiations will be stopped 
for a “short interval” during the 
period of Constituent Assembly 
elections, the statement said. It 
added an expression of hope that 
in the meantime the leaders of 
the Congress party and the Mos- 
lem league would agree on their 
course. 

“Tt is the intention of the 
Viceroy to set up a temporary 
caretaker government of offi- 
cials,” the statement said. “The 
cabinet mission will leave for 
home on Saturday.”

Making Survey, He Says 
Nation Must Back Re- 
adjustment of Ex- 
Soldiers to Avert ‘Pro-

Every community in the nation 
must mobilize all its resources 
through organizations such as the 
Veterans’ Service Center in St. 
Louis if a professional veterans’ 
army” of malcontents is not to 
arise out of the postwar demobili- 
zation, Lt. Col. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller, who is completing a survey 
of veterans’ readjustment for Sec- 
retary of War Robert Patterson, 
said today. : 
Col. Rockefeller, after a visit to 
the St. Louis Veterans’ Center at 
the Civil Courts building declared: 
„St. Louis appears to have made 
a start toward doing an unusual- 
ly fine job on the veterans’ re- 
adjustment problem. I was par- 
ticularly impressed by the manner 
in which the center’s director, Bill 
Moors, has ped the problem.” 
Col. Rockefeller, like the St. 
Louis Veterans’ Center director, 
was a combat officer in the war. 
Rockefeller is a grandson of the 
late ohn D. Rockefeller, founder 
of the Standard Oil empire. He 
is 34 years old, entered the Army 
as a private, was wounded at Oki- 
nawa, and was awarded the Pur- 
ple Heart and Bronze Star medals. 
Task Not Ended . 
It ig too easy for businessmen 
to think that the problem of vet- 
erans’ readjustment is all fin- 
ished,” Col. Rockefeller said. “The 
average employer finds that. the 
veterans who have come back to 
his organization or who have 
been hired as new employes make 
fine workers and executives. He 
concludes that all the talk about 
the ‘veterans’ problem’ is without 
foundation. 
“Nothing, however, could be 
further from the truth. There 
are, for instance, more than 1,500,- 
000 unemployed veterans in the 
couhtry today. In addition, about 
another half million are in school 
—and they will face a severe prob- 
lem of readjustment when they 
come out of school and go to 
work.” 
Col. Rockefeller declared that 
“the fact is, the need for a Vet- 
erans’ Service Center in the com- 
munity certainly will continue. for 
five years—and may well con- 
tinus for 10 years or indefinitely. 
I would hope, for instance, that 
some communities would want to 
keep such a center permanently 
as an agency for co-ordinating the 
social services of the community.” 
As a permanent organization, he 
said, such a center would be tied 
closely with central bodies such 
as ‘the Social Planning Council in 
St. Louis. 
The immediate problem, how- 
ever, is one of helping veterans 
to adjust themselves to civilian 
life, he said. The two big divi- 
sions of that problem he said, are 
housing and jobs. 

Danger in Veterans’ Army. 
“Traveling up and down the na- 
tion, from coast to coast over the 
last five months,” he said, “I have 
heard a lot of talk about the bur- 
den of taxation. Well, I'd like to

fessional veterans’ army estab- 
lished in this country, as a result 
of bungling the veterans’ re-ad- 
justment problem, it won't be in- 
expensive.” . 

It only takes about 10 or 20 per 
cent of the veterans’ to form such 
a group, he said, “That is enough 
to cause more trouble—and more 
public. expenditure—than those 
who are trying to shirk their re- 
sponsibility toward the returning 
veteran would care to face.” 
During the first three months 
of 1946, he said, a sample of clip- 
pings from newspapers in 12 
American cities showed that the 
volume of news about veterans’ 
activities dropped by 50 per cent. 
This, to Col. Rockefeller, indicates 
that “too many communities are 
losing interest in the veteran.” 
“Fortunately,” he added, “that 
does not seem to be happening in 
St. Louis.” 
Taking up the two main divi- 
sions of the veterans’ problem, Col. 
Rockefeller said that housing, al- 
though the worst problem, seems 
to be the hardest to solve. Too 
little effective work is being done 
to solve it, he indicated. 


Tackling Job Problem. 
Getting jobs for veterans—the 
right jobs—is not, however, nearly 
as difficult, he said, if the prob- 
lem is tackled correctly. In every 
community, he said, business 
men told me that they needed 
employes, if they could find the 
right ones—while veterans swelled 
the rolls of unemployment.” 
Not only must employers and 
veterans be brought together 
physically, he said, “but psycho- 
logical barriers must be overcome, 
as well.” Chief of these barriers, 
he said, is the fact that many vet- 
erans have acquired family re- 
sponsibilities, feel they need rela- 
tively large incomes, but their 
training has been for war, and 


not for peace. 


“The vocational guidance pro- 
gram that Moors has proposed for 
the St. Louis Veterans’ Service 
Center is precisely the kind of a 
program that must be devised to 
meet this problem,” he said. “All 
of the resources of the community 
must be used—the universities, 
United States Employment Serv- 
icé, and whatever other agencies 
can function. 

“And most of all, the Veterans’ 
Center itself must have the kind 
of financial support from the com- 
munity so that it can carry on 
its work most effectively.” 

Col. Rockefeller said that the 
on-the-job training program, un- 
der the G. I. bill of rights was de- 
signed to help veterans train for 
postwar employment, “but very, 
very few employers appear to un- 
derstand this program and use it 
for the benefit of the veteran.” 


Special Attention to Negro. 


The War Department repre- 
sentative declared that the whole 
problem can be met only on the 
community level, and that “only 
a man like Moors, who under- 
stands the veteran and deserves 
the respect of the community, can 
pull all of the forces of the com- 
munity together and get the job 
done. The whole community 
should get behind the Service Cen- 
ter.” 

He added that one of the most 
acute segments of the problem 
was the plight of the Negro vet- 
eran, “usually the last hired and 
the first to be fired.” Every com- 
munity having a Negro population 
should give special attention to 
this problem, he said. 

Col. Rockefeller, who expects to 
end his survey and report to the 
Secretary of War within the next 
few weeks, said he hopes to be 
discharged from the Army soon 
after that. He plans to go back to 
the executive staff of the Socony-

president of the local, directed 
them to cross the picket line, and 
shortly before 10 o'clock they car- 
ried out their instructions.

House Repudiates Joint Conference Group 
Report and Throws Measure Back 
Into Committee.

JEFFERSON CITY June 26— 
Hopes of the high rate money 
lenders in Missouri for a top an- 
nual interest rate of 30 per cent, 
in a pending uniform interest code 
bill, suffered a smashing setback 
last night. The House repudiated 
a joint conference committee re- 
port satsfactory to the lenders, 
and threw the bill back into a 

Senate-House conference. 

The report of the conference 
committee, presumed to adjust 
differences between the two 
houses, made only negligible con- 
cessions from a Senate bill which 
the House previously refused to 
accept. The conference report was 
defeated, 41 ayes to 71 noes. This 
was one of the worst defeats for a 
joint conference committee report 
in the House in many years, 

The House, after killing the re- 
port, asked the Senate for another 
conference on the highly contro- 
versial legislation, which was 
granted. The House discharged its 
five members of the joint commit- 
tee and called for appointment of 
a new group to represent the 
House. 

Speaker Howard Elliott then ap- 
pointed a new conference commit- 
tee made up of five Representa- 
tives who had spoken against and 
voted against the repudiated re- 
port. This committee is expected 
to stand fast for the provisions of 


a House-approved bill, killed by 
the Senate, which fixed a ceiling 
interest rate of 24 per cent a year 
for installment loans. Under pres- 
ent laws the lenders collect up to 
36 per cent a year. 

The House conferees are Dr. A. 
J. Gray of Watson, Melvin E. Fish 
of Pollock, Noel Cox of Spokase, 
James P. Boyd of Paris and C. P. 
Turley of Van Buren. The Senate 
retained its conference committee: 
Roy D. Miller of Columbia, Ralph 
Erdwin of Concordia, Francis 
Smith of St. Joseph and Emery W. 
Allison of Rolla.

Oceanographers’ studies made 
available here show that the radio- 
active waters in the n will go 
round and round de Bikini's 
ring of islands, carried by natural 
currents.

By the time much of the lagoon 
water gets out it will have lost 
most of the dangerous rays. 

In fact, scientists are almost en- 
thusiastic about the ticking water, 
because it will give them for the 
first time an accurate method of 
measuring sea currents. 

One radioactive hazard will be 
falling particles from the bomb 
cloud. If rain comes, this radio- 
active shower will become more in- 
tense and dangerous, 

But all ships of the Crossroads 
operation will be stationed miles 
beyond the outermost edges of 
this dew of death.

cluded as of last year 16 so-called 
“autonomous Soviet socialist re- 
publics.” : 

(The Statesman’s Yearbook 
shows that before the change the 
Russian Soviet Federal Socialist 
Republic also included 30 regions, 
or provinces, such as Moscow, 
Stalingrad, Leningrad, Rostov and 
Omsk, Thus the changes appar- 
ently reduce the number of “au- 
tonomous Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics” in the federation to 14 and 
increase the regions, or provinces, 
to thirty-two. 

(Under the federation, the “au- 
tonomous Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics” obtained a higher degree of 
local government than the regions, 
or provinces, which are governed 
directly by the federation. 

(Available. references do not 
show any considerable Germanic 
elements in the two demoted 
regions.) 

The mass evacuations of the 
two states and the liquidation of 
the two republics was disclosed 
with the adoption by the Supreme 
Soviet of decrees issued some 
time previously by the Presidium. 
The date of the issuance of the 
decrees was not given. 

Another decree said those who 
were resettled—the exact number 
was not specified—were “given 
new land and assistance” in start- 
ing life off again. The places of 
their resettlement were not an- 
nounced. 

Factory Heads Punished. 


The Ministry of State Control 
disclosed that more than 20 fac- 
tory, mill and mine executives 
had been punished for misappro- 
priation or misusing funds in va- 
rious kinds of plants and enter- 
prises throughout Russia. 

The Ministry said a favorite 
practice was the falsification of 
production reports by directors 
and sub-executives in order to in- 
crease the prize money which was 
paid as reward to themselves and 
their friends.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that the average 
gross hourly earnings of produc- 
tion workers in manufacturing 
reached a high of $1.06 in April, 
with a further rise to $1.07 indi- 
cated for May. 

The bureau said the April aver- 
age topped the wartime peak of 
January 1945 by 1 cent, despite 
the relatively short work week of 
40.6 hours and comparatively few 
overtime hours at the premium 


pay. 

Weekly earnings average $42.92 
in April, about 34.50 below the 
January 1945 peak, but consider- 
ably higher than at any time since 
V-J day. 

The April work week was nearly 
five hours less than January 1945 
average of 45.4, but was approxi- 
mately the same as at war's end.

Doran said he provided the 
money and Spann arranged for 
purchase, in Detroit, of used cars. 
He said the cars were bought for 
above-ceiling prices, driven to 
Murray, where they were washed 
and “put in shape,” and then de- 
livered to Fishel at Cairo.

Cover-up Methods. 

Purchasers, he said, made out

DR. CHUTE TO RESUME 
RESEARCH WORK HERE

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 
26—Dr. Chariton F. Chute of St. 
Louis has announced that he has 
completed his work as director of 
the Missouri Committee on Legis- 
lative Research and would return 
to St. Louls in August to resume 
his former position as director of 
the St. Louis Governmental Re- 
search Institute. 

Dr, Chute came here two and a 
half years ago, on leave of ab- 
sence for six months to set up the 
staff and organize the Committee 
on Legislative Research. It was 
created by the 1943 Legislature as 
a research and advisory agency 
for the Legislature. He remained 
for two and a half years.

FOR UNRRA URGED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


iWrangle Expected on 
Spending in Red Areas 
Where News Reports 
Are Barred. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP)— 
A new $465,000,000 cash allotment 
for the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration was 
recommended today by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

The UNRRA item was the most 
controversial and largest of a 
group of miscellaneous appropria- 
tions in a $726,571,909 deficiency 
supply bill sent to the House floor 
for debate starting tomorrow. 

It is expected to touch off a bit- 
ter wrangle over whether any of 
the new money should be spent in 
Russian republics which do not 
allow American news and radio 
correspondents free access to news 
of UNRRA operations. Represent- 
ative Brown (Rep.), Ohio, already 
has said he would fight against 


letting any UNRRA funds to na- 
tions putting restrictions on 


United States correspondents, 

The committee granted the full 
budget request for UNRRA to 
complete actual appropriation of 
$2,700,000,000 pledged to that or- 
ganization. 

In addition to the new UNRRA 
funds, the bill carries $106,650,000 
for the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration and $27,750,000 for the Se- 
lective Service System. Generally, 
the money is intended to tide over 
the agencies in the current fiscal 
year and meet anticipated short- 
ages in the next year. 

The total cash in the bill is $184,- 
314,078 below the President's bud- 
get estimates for the score of 
agencies receiving the supplemen-+ 
tal funds. 


CLEAN-UP OF RADIO DRUG ADS 
URGED BY SURGEON GENERAL 


NEW YORK, June 26 (INS)— 
Dr. Thomas Parran, United States 
Surgeon General, yesterday urged 
a “cleaning up of drug advertis- 
ing” in the radio broadcasting 
field. 

He addressed a meeting com- 


memorating the fortieth anniver- 


sary of the enactment of the Fed- 
eral Food and Drug Act. 

Dr. Parran, stressing that con- 
tinual vigilance was necessary to 
protect the public, said he felt a 
“deep concern” over some of the 
radio advertising techniques cur- 
rently in use. 

“I am referring particularly to 
the widespread use of extravagant 
claims and promises held out or 
implied in drug advertising on the 
radio,” he said, 

“In setting improved standards 
for drug advertising, radio can 
look to an excellent example, Some 
years ago the newspaper industry 
took aggressive action in cleaning 
up drug advertising in their col- 
umns. A few representative and 
socially conscious’ newspapers of 
the country led the way and most 
of the others since have followed. 
Today many papers go s0 far as to 
conduct surveys to be sure that 
advertised products conform to es- 
tablished standards.”

cial anchorages (Gooseberries). 
Two of these were subsequently 
to be expanded into major ar- 
tificial harbors (Mulberries); 
through these the bulk of our 
stores were to be unloaded during 
the early stages of the campaign.” 
“The Mulberry artificial harbors 
were judged essential to ensure 
the discharge of cargo, under con- 
ditions that would be relatively in- 
dependent of weather during the 
crucial early stages of the cam- 
paign. When the time came for 
the execution of the scheme, the 
Mulberries were subjected to 
strains of a severity far greater 
than we had believed likely. 
Neverthless, although the Amer- 
ican harbor had eveatually to be 
written off as a total loss, the 
British Mulberry, which suffered 
less, was repaired and continued 
to function. It was of tremendous 
aid to our operations during the 
summer, 

Many Difficulties, 


“In the months of continued ex- 
periment and feverish construc- 
tional activity following the Que- 
bec Conference in August, 1943, 
when the outline of the harbor 
project was approved, the Mul- 
berry scheme occasioned me and 
my staff many a headache. Some 
of the prototype units involved 
promptly sank when tried out at

OURING out the bitter wrath

zan charges that the late Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt tricked him 
out of a revolution that would 
have made him Mcxico’s presi- 
dent. 

Writing in the current issue of 
the magazine Ya, issued yester- 
day, Almazan accuses Roosevelt, 
Cordell Hull, George Creel, Jo- 
sephus Daniels and others of giv- 
ing him assurances that the 
United States would follow a 
“hands off” policy even while they 
knew no such policy would be 
followed. Roosevelt, Almazan im- 
plies, sacrificed the people of Mex- 
ico to win his third election as 
president of the United States. 

Almazan’s purpose is obscure. 
Most political observers feel that 


his outburst will hurt the chances 


of Ezequiel Padilla, former for- 
eign minister and chief opponent 
of Miguel Aleman, government 
party candidate in the 1946 presi- 
dential campaign. The election is 
set for July 7. Padilla’s years-long 
effort toward inter-American soli- 
darity has laid him open to criti- 
cism as “too American.” 

‘Other observers feel that Ale- 
man himself may suffer. They de- 
clare that since Almazan charges 
that Roosevelt abandoned him to 
favor Avila Camacho in 1940, 
and since President Camacho was 
the candidate of the government 
party, which nominated Aleman, 
any taint on the present president 
now must pass by inheritance to 
Aleman, 

Charges of Fraud. 

Almazan’s charge ended a long 
mystery as to why he relinquished 
the presidency peacefully after, as 
many here feel, he was robbed of 
victory at the polls. In 1940 Alma- 
zan claimed that machine politics 
at the polls had stolen the election 
for Camacho. He left Mexico for 
Cuba, declaring he would return 
on inauguration day to take his 
place as president of Mexico.

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Foreign Ministers Try to Break 
Jam by Removing Log at a Time 
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The strategic situation of every 
nation in the world already has 
been altered radically by the in- 
vention of the new weapons of 
World War II which Gromyko 
Ind Baruch have begun to talk 
about in New York. But here in 
Paris the highest representatives 
of the four major powers carry on 
with their tasks as though this 
were still 1920 instead of 1946. 

The contrast is dramatic to any- 
one who has studied the problem. 
For example, the British chiefs of 
staff formally reported to the 
British Cabinet several months 
ago that the British Isles would 
be literally indefensible when all 
the new weapons, including long- 
range two-stage rockets, had 
reached their full foreseeable de- 
velopment. Yet a witty British 
diplomat: has remarked, The 
atomic bomb makes diplomacy 
impossible so we must just carry 
on as though it had not been 
thought of.” 

Same Problem For Others. 


In different ways the same con- 
trast is apparent in the policy of 
every nation. A,European settle-

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Three Days to Act 


Yesterday the organized real estate lobby 


marched on the State Capitol, did a crafty 
hour’s work before the House Committee on 
Taxation Revision, and came away exulting that 
it had killed Federal-aid public housing in Mis- 
souri. 

It took the real estate wrecking crew just a 
one-hour hearing to persuade the House com- 
mittee to reverse itself and vote an unfavorable 
report on the bill to exempt Federal-aid housing 
from the property tax. Not just one hour, but 
three days, remain in which the people who be- 
lieve in slum clearance can beat the real estate 
lobby back to its knees and prevail on the House 
to follow the Senate’s example in passing the 
tax-exemption bill. 

The challenge has been thrown down; it must 
not want for takers. The cities of St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph—which alone of all 
the communities in the State are affected-—must 
establish their right to self-determination in 
meeting their special urban problems. 

There are two ways in which the House can 
rectify the whopping boner, which its Committee 
on Taxation Revision pulled yesterday. Chair- 
man Bartram, who has consistently supported 
the measure, can call his committee together to 
reconsider and reassert its original approval of 
the bill. Or the House by a majority vote can 
call up the bill and pass it regardless of the 
committee’s action. 

Nearly half enough members to force out the 
bill can be mustered in the delegations from 
St. Louis, Jackson County and Buchanan County 
alone. If the committee does not reconsider, 
these three delegations must pool their strength 
and force a vote on what is essentially a local 
bill. 


What Will It Mean? 


But time is of the essence. Adjournment is 
scheduled for Friday night. Three days remain 
to save the public housing program. 

Three days are left to make the public’s vital 
interest triumph over the narrow designs of the 
real estate trade. Fortunately the House calen- 
dar is flexible; given the will to act, the time 
will suffice. Let the Legislature rise to its re- 
sponsibility. 

What will it mean if the tax exemption bill 
fails of passage? 

It will mean that St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph will lose up to a combined total of 
between $50,000,000 and $100,000,000 in Federal 
subsidies for contemplated housing projects, 

It will mean that St. Louis alone will lose the 
chance to provide suitable housing for 12,000 
low-income families. 

It will mean that the State’s three largest 
cities are barred from the one fundamental ap- 


proach toward curbing the slums’ crime, disease 
and indigence.* 

It will mean that Missouri is one of only 10 
states in the 48 which fail to provide the pub- 
lic housing tax exemptions necessary to co-op- 
erate with the Federal housing authorities. 


It will mean that the Missouri Legislature 


has illogically and irrationally reversed itself, 
for only a few short weeks ago it passed a bill 
granting to privately financed low-cost housing 
projects tax exemptions well over half those 
contemplated for Federal-aid housing. The dif- 
ference is one of degree, not of principle. 

It will mean, paradoxically, that privately fi- 
nanced low-cost housing is killed, too, for pri- 
vate capital will build no apartments in blighted 
areas unless there is assurance that the sur- 
rounding decrepit tenements will be removed. 

What caused the House committee to change 
its mind? It is explainable only on the assump- 
tion that the members were swept off their feet 
momentarily by the hoary bugaboos raised by 
Earl Giraldin, Clarence Lang, Louis Maginn and 
the other self-serving real estate Cassandras. 


Those Noonday Club “Communists” 


One moment they likened the tax-exemption 
measure to the National Socialist schemes of 
Hitler’s Germany; the next moment they called 
it Socialist and Communist. What drivel! 

Is James L. Ford, the St. Louis banker, who 
strongly favors public housing, a Communist or 
Nazi? Is Mayor Kaufmann? Is Frederick H. 
Ecker, chairman of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co.? Were they Communist or Nazi legis- 
latures in the 38 states which approve public 
housing? Is Senator Taft, cotauthor of the Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft bill, a Red? 

The State that has done most to promote and 
take advantage of Federal-aid housing is New 
York. Do the Real Estate Boards of St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph suppose that Thomas 
E. Dewey, the conservative Governor of New 
York and the last Republican nominee for Presi- 
dent, is broken out with the swastika or the 
hammer and sickle, or both? 

Is the view of our venerable City Comptroller, 
Louis Nolte, that the tax-exemption bill is un- 
American and the beginning of state Socialism,” 
to be accepted over the view of Gov. Dewey? 
It is sufficient to repeat the words City Coun- 
selor George Stemmler used in Jefferson City 
yesterday: With all due respect to Nolte, I 
point out he is in the real estate business.” 

Let the House adjust its sights and look be- 
yond the special interests of the real estate spec- 
ulators to the general interest of the nearly 
two million citizens who live in the State’s three 
largest cities. If it. will do this, its legislative 
course will be clear. 


A Draft Bill at Last 


After a long period of political pussyfooting 
with the draft question, Congress finally has 
produced effective legislation to extend Selec- 
tive Service for nine months. The compromise 
bill passed by the House exempts 18-year-olds 
and limits length of service to 18 months, but 
despite these restrictions, it should give the 
Army a certain manpower reserve for the fore- 
seeable future. 

A principal reason for maintaining the draft 
is to provide pressure for voluntary recruiting, 
but to pressure the.new bill adds sweet induce- 
ment. It raises military pay, with the highest 
raise for the lowest ranks. Consequently, Secre- 
tary Patterson hopes that the Army will be able 
to fill its manpower needs by voluntary methods 
for some months. Congress at last is meeting 
its responsibility, in supporting forces strong 
enough to maintain enemy occupations and the 
defense of peace. 
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OPA Hodgepodge 

The OPA bill that came out of the conference 
committee is a queer hybrid designed to serve 
two apparently irreconcilable purposes. One is 
to continue, as urged by Mr. Bowles, the war- 
time control over prices as a guard against in- 
flation; the other is to relax controls, as urged 
by the National Association of Manufacturers, to 
stimulate production on the theory that produc- 
tion is a guard against inflation. 

Both schools of thought won and lost. The 
controllers won on the important question of 
retaining price control on meat, poultry and 
dairy products. They lost on the limitation of 
subsidies. The controllers won in their fight to 
keep OPA on the books for another year. They 
lost on various other clauses which weaken OPA 
and permit price rises. 

OPA loses the right to say what farm com- 
modities may be kept under price control; this 
authority now goes to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, who cannot retain price ceilings unless he 
certifies the commodities are scarce. OPA re- 
quired clothing manufacturers to turn out low- 
cost clothing in the same ratio to high-cost cloth- 
ing as was done in 1943. This requirement now 
has been abolished. 

Something new has been -added to the. law 
under the name of “decontrol.” A new board, 
independent of OPA, is to be set up to remove 
price controls when supply and demand of a 
commodity come into approximate balance. It 
should be a very neat trick, indeed, to be able 
to say just when this occurs. If there is a dif- 
ference of opinion between OPA and the de- 
controllers, or between the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and the de-controllers, the latter would 
have the final say. 

If all this seems bewildering, puzzling or even 
downright incomprehensible, the fault lies with 
a Congress which did not have the character or 
the stamina to steer a clear course. It was afraid 
wholly to resist the popular pressure on behalf 
of a firm continuance of war-time OPA; it was 
afraid to resist private pressure groups who 
clamored for a return to normalcy. It tried to 
please both and the result is a series of shabby 
compromises, with unpredictable results. 

The side of caution was on retention of OPA, 
with strengthened authority to cope with black 
markets and other gaps in the price-control pic- 
ture. The side of recklessness was on weaken- 
ing controls in the hope that price rises would 
soon be offset by increased production and by 
competitive factors. In so far as Congress chose 
the side of recklessness, it is shooting dice. May- 


be the policy will win and maybe it won't. If 


the latter, the country may witness a disastrous 
inflation. 

It would take a flock of Philadelphia lawyers, 
a battalion of economists and perhaps a regi- 
ment of soothsayers to say what is going to hap- 
pen to our economy when and if the hodgepodge 
bill goes into effect. In the end—with creeping 
inflation already on us—perhaps the public will 
have to bring its own influence to bear on soar- 
ing prices in the form of a buyers’ strike.

The City Tax Plan 


The public hearing Monday brought out that 
St. Louis must find more tax revenue. Every- 
one knows that, Nearly everyone must suspect 
by now that the money will have to be raised 
by some kind of broad-based tax on incomes—a 
good plan because it reaches resident and subur- 
ban St. Louisans alike. Nothing, however, was 
brought out to show that the bill should pass in 
the present form. 

This newspaper has hitherto objected, and 
now repeats its objections, to certain features 
of the bill. It is discriminatory in that it says 
nothing about taxing income from investments. 
It is unfair in that it draws mainly on individuals 
and touches only lightly on businesses. It is un- 
just because it disregards the well-established 
principle of ability to pay. The rates are not 
graduated with amount of income and there are 
no credits for dependents and deductions for 
the first fraction of each person’s income, 

At one stage, deductions and exemptions were 
provided in the bill, but the city’s fiscal officials 
objected. They are concerned with fiscal sim- 
plicity; the Aldermen should consider also states- 
manship and justice. As a matter of fact, as the 
Post-Dispatch has previously pointed out, sim- 
plicity could be retained by making the city tax 
a stated fraction of the Federal income tax, al- 
lowing special detailed returns for any taxpayers 
whom that short formula did not fit. Such tax- 
payers would be in a small minority. But that 
possibility has been disregarded. 

What is before the Board of Aldermen, then, 
is not an income tax in the sense that the Fed- 
eral Government and State levy such a tax. On 
the contrary, shear away the fancy trimmings 
and there is left a close approximation of a sales 
tax, levied on income instead of purchases. The 
Board of Aldermen should amend the bill to 
meet fair objections to it.

. Aviation Plan for St. Louis 

An injustice was done the City Administra- 
tion in an editorial printed last Saturday, which 
charged that St. Louis lacked a plan for metro- 
politan aviation development. A letter from 
Mayor Kaufmann, printed under the cartoon, ex- 
plicitly describes the nature of the city’s air- 
port planning. 

The Airport Development Plan was submitted 
to the Municipal Airport Commission in 1945 
by Horner & Shifrin, consulting engineers. They 
made a survey of the potentials of aviation here, 
and then recommended the development by 1960 
of 35 airports in Greater St. Louis. The plan 
called for three major airports, including the 
existing Lambert Field, the projected Columbia 
Bottoms field and another in the Horseshoe 
Lake vicinity on the East Side. 

Now the Horner & Shifrin report awaits ap- 
proval by the County Court, and some evidence 
of official recognition on the East Side, to be an 
instrument for metropolitan air planning. In 
providing this plan for the growth of local air 
facilities, the City Administration has provided 
a blueprint for the metropolitan community,

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


This letter relates to your editorial en- 
titled What Course in Aviation?” appear- 
ing in Saturday’s paper. It is not in the 
nature of a protest, but has as its purpose 
clarifying certain aspects of our program 
which may have escaped the attention of 
the author of the editorial. 


First, may I direct your attention to the 
sentence which reads, “The city has not 
assessed future airline, feeder line, heli- 
copter or private flying services.” This sub- 
ject was thoroughly investigated in the Air- 
port Development Plan (which, incidental- 
ly, was the first, such over-all plan prepared 
by any community in America), and is cov- 
ered under the title “Estimate of Future 
Air Traffic.” This section of the report, 
you will notice, gives estimates of the num- 
ber and types of planes expected in St. 
Louis, together with estimates of plane traf- 
fic and movements divided into various 


Classifications, 


I note also the statement that “we do not 
know how many or what kind of airports 
we will need or where.” This subject has 
also been thoroughly studied and is dis- 
cussed in Section 1-4 of the report. In this 
section, recommendations are made for the 
required number of airports of each size 
and type, together with recommendations 
for the location of such airports in the 
metropolitan area. 


For the Metropolitan Area 


The editorial also states: There is no pro- 
vision to co-ordinate our air facilities with 
those of the metropolitan area.” We should 
like to call your attention to the fact that 
the very reason for employing Horner & 
Shifrin to prepare the Airport Development 
Plan was to secure such co-ordination. 
Along this line, you will also recall that 
the plan has been submitted to the Metro- 
politan Plan Association and through them 
has been transmitted to all communities in 
this area. 


In addition, numerous meetings have 
been held with officials of all communi- 
ties on both sides of the river in an at- 
tempt to have this program officially ap- 
proved. Already the plan has been adopted 
by the County Planning Commission and 
only awaits the approval of the St. Louis 
County Court, which approval we have 
been assured will be forthcoming within a 
matter of a few weeks. The plan also has 
been submitted to the Missouri State of- 
ficials and we are confident it will be ap- 
proved by them. 

While it is true that, so far as the East 
Side communities are concerned, no offi- 
cial approval has as yet been obtained, 
nevertheless the report was written in 
co-operation with the State Aviation De- 


partment of Illinois and quite recently a 
review of the report by that body indicated 
their approval. In the preparation of the 
plan, Harland Bartholomew was em- 
ployed for the purpose of having the air- 
port program completely co-ordinated with 
other planning functions of both city and 
county, including transportation, highway 
development, land use planning, zoning, etc. 


From the above recital, it is quite obvi-. 


ous that the matter has been very carefully 
studied and co-operation has been obtained 
from all interested, and also that St. Louis 
is in the forefront with respect to metro- 
politan airport planning. 


Help From Federal Agency 


We can also point to some acttial accom- 
plishments in that construction work with 
respect to Lambert Field is now under way 
and that the small airport recommended 
for North St. Louis is an actuality. In addi- 
tion, the Airport Commission has approved 
the condemnation of land for a small air- 
port in South St. Louis, all of which proj- 
ects are a part of, and recommended by, 
the metropolitan planning report. 


We note also the statement that we have 
“ignored the expert advice of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority.” In this respect we 
should like to advise you that our metro- 
politan Airport Development Plan was pre- 
pared after consultation with the CAA, Of- 
ficials of the CAA co-operated with us dur- 
ing its entire preparation, and they loaned 
the city services of many of their experts 
who assisted in arriving at the conclusions 
set forth, 


In fact, we have received highest com- 
mendation and praise from members of the 
statf of the CAA for leadership in this re- 
spect. From all of the above, we believe 
that the statement made in the last para- 
graph of the editorial is somewhat unfair, 
for we believe that we do have a plan and 
our progress has not been “hit-or-miss.” 


May I repeat that the foregoing recita- 
tion is only for the purpose of clarity and 
an invitation is herewith extended to you 
or anyone you may designate to visit the 
City Hall and examine thoroughly into all 
our activities with respect to aviation. 


As an indication of the outstanding posi- 
tion which this city has attained with re- 
spect to metropolitan aviation planning, 
you might be interested in knowing that 
we have received requests for our Airport 
Development Report from all quarters of 
the United States and from foreign coun- 
tries as far distant as Cuba, Denmark and 


Hawaii.

Counter Espionage 


“We Caught Spies,” by John Schwarzwalder. (Duell, 

Sloan 4 Pearce, New York.) 

Reams of copy have been devoted to the 
story of the war—to well-deserved praise 
of individual courage and devotion to duty 
and to the publicity of entire units in ex- 
traordinary achievement. Even the strate- 
gy of Allied commanders and the immense 
successes of service commands have already 
been brilliantly defined and analyzed. 
Among the untold stories have been those 
involving the Counter-Intelligence Corps, 
that small group of security agents with- 
out whom so much Allted effort would 
have been ineffective. This book tells some 
of the CIC’s achievements. 

The Eisenhower assassination plot, for 
example, was conceived by Otto Skorzeny, 
the enemy agent who had boldly rescued 
Mussolini from an Italian prison. Capitaliz- 
ing the confusion of the breakthrough; 
Skorzeny sent specially trained teams, in 
American uniforms and jeeps, through the 
Ardennes to Paris and Supreme Headquar- 
ters, The scheme failed after chance cap- 
ture of the first of these teams alerted the 
CIC, in co-operation with the Military Po- 
lice, to a rigid screening of every jeep and 


its occupants. Not one agent reached Paris, 
. * . 


More elementary “travel control” proved 
useful in concealing plans for the Anzio 
landings. Since troops for that epic strug- 
gie were staging in Naples, it was impossi- 
ble to disguise the imminence of invasion, 
CIC agents, again working with the Mil- 
tary Police, screened thousands of Neapoli- 
tan travelers who might knowingly or un- 
knowingly provide information for the ene- 
my. The result was a surprise operation. 

That espionage is a desperately insidious 
business, at which the Nazis were remark- 
ably adept, is confirmed by the author’s re- 
port on underground activities in Belgium, 
In this instance, a Belgian rescue organiza- 
tion (aided by American and British funds) 
was repeatedly infiltrated by Gestapo agents 
who, by permitting rescued air crews to 
cross into France not only assured their 
eventual capture but also prevented the 
Belgians from knowing they were cap- 
tured. At the same time, the Gestapo was 
in a position to destroy the entire move- 
ment in the event of Allied invasion,

Schwarzwalder takes a realistic attitude 
toward spy-catching. Pointing to the ef- 
ficacy of European espionage, he makes 
a strong plea for continued large scale op- 
eration of a service which had grown piti- 
fully weak at the outset of war. 

Too often such stories told by less in- 
formed men are dressed in the gaudy rai- 
ment of Mata Hari and rendered into taw- 
dry melodrama. But counter-intelligence is 
usually a dull and detailed and, sometimes, 
a dirty business. This volume shows both 
aspects of the art.

What Tobey Requested. 


The President wrote in reply to 
a telegram from Tobey which was 
an appeal for allocation of grain 
to poultry raisers in New England.

ing their poultry die because they 
eould not get feed.

“The tragic situation,” said 
Tobey in his wire, “has been ac- 
centuated by the Government’s 
raising the price it is paying for 
grain for foreign shipment. Let 
the Government purchase grain to 
save our farmers, the while it does 
this for the needy abroad. The 
situation demands heroic action.” 


Truman’s Animus. 


In his reply the President said 
Tobey spent all his time crying 
about something, and he, for one, 
was disgusted with it. Human be- 
ings were more important than 
animals, said the President.. 

“You need a cooling-off period,” 
the President's letter concluded. 
“When you have cooled off, come 
and see me.”

Pauley was charged with having 
participated in a concerted drive 
by oil interests to compel the Fed- 
eral Government to surrender its 
interest in tideland oil. With vast 
c»posits involved, the safeguard- 
ing of military reserves seemed 
to be an issue. For his articles, 
which had much to do with pre- 
cipitating the Senate inquiry, Ed- 
ward A. Harris, a reporter on the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, received 
a Pulitzer prize. : 

After Pauley withdrew his 
name, the President appointed 
him to survey reparations in Ja- 
pan and Korea, and determine 
whether Russia had removed Jap- 
anese industry from Manchuria. 
Pauley had previously carried out 
reparations assignments in Europe 
and Asia with great skill and dis- 
patch. 


Loyalty to Pauley. 


Far from alienating the Presi- 
dent, Pauley’s halting and inept 
performance as a witness before 
the Naval Affairs Committee 
seems to have intensified Truman's 
loyalty to him. That is one of 
President Truman’s chief ¢harac- 
teristics — unswerving loyalty to 
those who have helped him. It re- 
flects his conditioning in the 
tough political school that Tom 
Pendergast conducted in Kansas 
City for so many years. 

In the Pauley hearings, Tobey 
asked the most searching ques- 
tions. It is possible that Pauley 
might have been confirmed if it 
had not been for the New Hamp- 
shire man's persistence. If Pauley 
had been confirmed, he would 
have worked to push through uni- 
fication of the armed services with 
the probability of himself becom- 
ing the first Secretary of National 
Defense. 

But before the Pauley episode, 
Tobey had fought valiantly for 
such essential administration 
measures as Bretton Woods, the 
British loan and the reciprocal 
trade agreements. He is credited 
with playing a vital part in ob- 
taining approval by the Senate of 
the Bretton Woods monetary plan. 
A few weeks after Truman en- 
tered the White House, Tobey 
with Senator George Aiken of Ver- 
mont paid a call on him to assure 
him that regardless of party lines 
they would support him in the ma- 
jor steps of his program. The 
President’s hasty letter may have 
alienated a useful friend. at is 


a high price to pay for party loy- 
alty on the Pauley level.

energy activities throughout the 
world.”

All Out of Step but Jim. 


Great Britain, Canada, China 
and France—all are susceptible to 
the American proposals, The pro- 
posed “pax” therefore requires a 
more accurate adjective than 
“Americana.” The USSR is like 
the soldier who believed he was 
the only person in the regiment 
who was in line. What is called 
“unanimity” actually means the 
right of a great power to negative 
positive results reached by all 
others; thus, by the abracadabra 
of slogans, words and concepts are 
translated into exactly the op- 
posite of their meanings.

OPPOSES EASING. BAR 
TEST FOR VETERAN 


Wabash Railroad Counsel Says 
Relaxing Admission Stan- 
dards Is Not Beneficial. 


Criticism of moves to relax 
standards for admission to the bar 
for veterans was voiced by Joseph 
A. McClain Jr., general counsel of 
the Wabash Railroad and former 
dean of the Washington Univer- 
sity Law School, at the banquet of 
the Association of Law Libraries 
last night at the Chase Hotel, 

McClain sajd_ several states are 
waiving bar examinations in the 
case of veterans who are gradu- 
ates of approved law schools, and 
some states are not requiring vet- 
erans to take two years of pre- 
legal college work efore entering 
law school. 

“This tendency to permit vet- 
erans to practice law whether 
qualified or not is not a service 
or benefit to them but rather is a 
distinct. disservice and will result 
only in failure and disappoint- 
ment to them later in life, regard- 
less of the good motive that 
prompts such desire for relaxa- 
tion of standards,” McClain as- 
serted, ; 

“In addition, the profession of 
law and the public interest are 
also involved in high degree. 
Never has the need been more 
imperative for the lawyer to be 
as broadly trained as is required 
today. The day of a relatively 
simple political and economic 
structure that would permit the 
lawyer to solve most of his legal 
problems by fairly simple rules 
is gone forever.” 

McClain spoke of the tendency 
to give large sums for natural 
science and medical research, 
while law and other social sci- 
ences are able to get very little 
for research purposes. He said 
he had no quarrel with the sup- 


asserted they had no better claim 
to assistance than the field of 


aw. 

„Isn't it possible,” he asked, “for 
a nation to be well advanced in 
technology and in medical science 
and yet have deplorable conditions 
because of the absence in its so- 
cial and governmental order of 
thg institutions and rights which 
a well-rounded legal system is de- 
signed to secure. A brief glance 
at the late totalitarian govern- 
ments of Europe will suffice, I 
think, to answer this question. 
“The chief reason, in my opin- 
ion, for the lack of support for a 
higher type of legal education is 
that the values to be obtained are 
not concrete and tangible and do 
not have the same powerful ap- 
peal as the values that are forth- 
coming from the field of physical 
and chemical research. The Amer- 
ican businessman, however, would 
de well to reflect upon what it 
would be worth to have marvelous 
technological and material ad- 
vances if the social and legal or- 
der in which his business operates 
is basically unsound.”

Well over 2,900,000 veterans of the 
recent war have applied for edu- 
cational benefits or other training, 
the Veterans Administration re- 
ported today. 

As of June 1, the number stood 
at 2,928,551, an increase of approxi- 
mately 400,000 over a month ear- 
lier. Of the total applications, 
2,551,482 were filed under the GI 
Bill, the remaining 376,869 under 
the Vocational Training Act.

Almazan adds that he rejected

Almazan indicates that he fully 
intended to lead a revolt after the 
July, 1940, elections, but, he says, 
President Roosevelt induced him 
to stay quietly in the United 
States until after Roosevelt had 
won his own election campaign 
that November.

Hopkins Investigation. 

Harry L. Hopkins was sent to 
Mexico to investigate the elec- 
tions, Almazan avers. “This in- 
vestigation yielded evidence of my 
triumph” at the polls, he says. 

“In September, 1940, Mz, Roose- 
velt sent his son, Elliott, to Fort 
Worth to advise me that he had 
been informed (. my electoral vic- 
tory and that he was desirous that 
the popular will be respected,” 
Almazan writes. 

“At the samc time he indicated 
that his own situation was so 
delicate, because of the electoral 
campaign then taking place in 
the United States, but which 
would end on Nov. 5, that he 
begged me as well as my exiled 
partisans to remain in the United 
States and in the most W 
inactivity.”

IKE, halibut or white fish are 
P ideal for the preparation of 
deviled fish. It is important 
to arrange the fish in a way that 
the form will be maintained 
throughout the cooking and the 
serving. Fillets that are formed 
into coils and fastened are easy 
to remove intact to the serving 
plates. When steaks are used in 
the preparation, a flatter dish 
for cooking will be required. When 
the form of fish is attractive, and 
the seasoning is high as it is in 
this method of cooking, even fish 
haters won't feel imposed upon 
when served it. 

Deviled Fish. 

One and one-half pounds fish 
fillets or steaks, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, few dashes red pep- 
per, two tablespoons prepared 
mustard, three tablespoons chili 
sauce, two tablespoons prepared 
horseradish. 

Choose any firm-fleshed, fine- 
textured, tasty fish. Sprinkle 
flesh side of fillet with salt and 
pepper; then roll up each fillet, 
skin side out, to form a coil, fasten 
with a toothpick and stand on 
ends in a buttered loaf pan, side 
by side. Mix mustard, chili sauce 
and horseradish, and pour over 
the fish. Bake covered in a mod- 
erately hot oven (400 degrees) for 
25 minutes, then uncover and bake 
20 minutes longer. Serve piping 
hot with the sauce. Corn sticks 
and a cucumber and onion salad 
are pleasing accompaniments. 
Five servings. 

Menus for Thursday. 

Breakfast: Apricot nectar, pre- 
pared cereal, whole wheat toast. 
Luncheon: Cheese souffle, fresh 
green beans, tossed vegetable 
salad, chilled half grapefruit with 
maraschino cherry. Dinner: 
Devilled fish, hot potato salad, 
buttered new beets and greens, 
red raspberry Bavarian with sugar 
cookies. 


Red Raspberry Bavarian, 


Wash one-half pint red rasp- 
berries and rub them through a 
sieve, Pour one cup boiling water 
over one package raspebbry-fla- 
vored gelatin and stir until dis- 
solved, Add raspberry puree, one- 
half cup light corn syrup, and one- 
eighth teaspoon salt blending well, 
and allow the mixture to cool 
until it begins to thicken. Whip 
one-half cup evaporated milk until 
thick, add one teaspoon lemon 
juice and whip until very stift. 
Using the same beater, beat the 
gelatin mixture until foamy, arid 
fold in the chipped evaporated 
milk. Chill until firm. Makes six 
to eight servings.

“Hitch Your Wagon to a Star.” 

T is to one of our great writers, 
[tninkers and philosophers, Ralph 

Waldo Emerson, that we are in- 
debted for the inspirational Amer- 
icanism, so frequently heard at 
graduation ceremonies — “Hitch 
your wagon to a star!” Perhaps 
it was such a use at a recent 
commencement which led one of 
our readers to inquire as to its 
origin. 

Today, more than ever, the con- 
text of “Hitch your wagon to a 
star!” should be quoted widely 
and in full, It is more than an 
idealistic concept of work. It is 
a. command to invoke, in our 
activities, divine aid — and, there- 
fore, to engage only in worthy 
works. The passage is from Emer- 
son's essay on “Civilization,” from 
his work “Society and Solitude,” 
published in 1870. It follows: 
“Hitch your wagon to a tar. 
Let us not fag in paltry works 
which serve our pot and bag 
alone. Let us not lie and steal. 
No god will help. We shall find 
all their teams going the other 
way; every god will leave us. 
Work rather for those interests 
which the divinities honor and 
promote, — justice, love, freedom, 
knowledge, utility.” 

In another part of the same 
essay, Emerson writes: “Every- 
thing good in man leans on what 
is higher ... That is the wisdom 
of a man, in every instance of 
his labor, to hitch his wagon to a 
star, and see his chore done by 
the gods themselves.”

It seems incredible 
that everyone should not realize 
that the reason foreign countries 
continue their strict war rations, 
in many cases, is because they 
must have tools and materials 
with which to start producing 
again, and to obtain these they 
must have currency in other na- 
tions where the things that they 
need are for sale. Therefore they 
must export something. 


IT IS ALMOST as essential for 
us, looking beyond the immediate 
situation, to help them to obtain 
these things and start rehabilita- 
tion, I am always surprised when 
I hear people say that it may be 
harmful to us if these nations 
produce similar things to what we 
produce, as though they were 
afraid that our markét would be 
ruined by rehabilitation in other 
nations.

ever, if people have no money 
with which to buy from us, they 
cannot acquire our goods, no mat- 
ter how much they want them. 

As a mater of fact, the things 
produced in other countries are 
usually diferent from those pro- 
duced here. In the past, we have 
often sent raw materials to other 
countries and had them returned 
to us as manufactured goods. 
Even if we now send manufac- 
tured goods, we still can face com-

Settles Into 
Black Mood

HE helpless youngster begin- 

ning to 2 his way in the 

world o does not allow 
himself to be amused, comforted 
or helped is a heartbreaking 
problem for a mother. Fortu- 
nately, there are few such chil- 
dren. Sometimes the baby spe- 
cialist can help—sometimes he 
cannot. He should have the child 
under his care, and, in time, he 
probably will find the cause and 
the cure. Meanwhile, the family 
suffers. 


Scolding, shaking or slapping 
does not help and such treatment 
only makes a bad matter worse. 
When such a child settles into a 
black mood, wailing, following his 
mother about the house, annoy- 
ing the other children, keeping 
the house in turmoil, the best 
thing to do is to give him a warm 
bath and put him to bed. Keep 
him under watch, but don't allow 
him to become too conscious of 
it, and don’t talk to him any 
This is 
not easy to do, sometimes impos- 
sible, with household duties press- 
ing, but it is a good way to ease 
him out of his troubles and relieve 
the family.

KEEP A DAY-TO-DAY record 
concerning this child. Note the 
weather, what he eats, how he 
sleeps, what mood he is in upon 
awakening. Record his elimina- 
tion and his temperature, if there 
is any suspicion about it—even 
when there isn’t. Note unusual 
behavior, attitude, remarks, This 
record, faithfully kept, will be of 
great service to the physician.

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Something Haywire in Crowded Living? 


Signs Indicate Many People Think

NUMBER of letters have 
Acome to Possum Trot recently 

which impress me with the 
fact that our American society is 
not a static, but a fluid and ever- 
changing thing. Some of these 
letters say: 

“Don’t you know some good 
farm family where we might 
send our 12-year-old son for the 
summer? We want him to learn 
how real folks live; how to cut 
hay and milk a cow and swim | 
in the creek and learn that 
there are other things in the 
world besides the corner drug- 
store, the city sidewalks, movies 
and even the carefully super- 
vised summer camp or play- 
ground, We want him to ‘get out 
on his own.“ 

Or the letter may begin like 
this, Won't you recommend a 
nice farm where I can go and 
rent a room for a few weeks to 
get away from the high pressure 
of city living? Td like to help 
with the chores a little—perhaps 
feed the chickens and bring in 
the eggs. But mainly I want to 
rest where there is peace and 
quiet.” 

What do you suppose brings 
about this attitude? Are we com- 
ing to realize instinctively that 
there is something haywire about 
living jammed together with a 
million other people into the nar- 
row confines of a city? Is there 
something which warns us that 
we had better go out close to the 
land and to the quiet streams, 
where nature’s voice may speak 
to help us solve the complexities 
which vex our souls? Is there a 
feeling of the unreality of the ter- 
rific tensions which we create 
about us, as though it were neces- 
sary for man’s happiness that he 
live in the vortex of a maelstrom? 
Perhaps it is a mixture of all of 
these. 

The thing which interests me, 
however, is this: Twenty years 
ago, when the farmers of Ameri- 
ca were having tough going and 
many city families were living in 
a sort of morass of unthinking 
contentment on the brink of a 
precipice, few of us would have 
thought of sending our children 
to a farm for the summer. Strange 
as it may seem, too many farm 
families weren't eating enough, 
back in those days. Farmers had 
come through the “boom and bust” 
which followed World War I— 
when prices went high and they'd 
bought land at three or four 
times its real producing value be-

cause they were sure that wheat 
and corn and beef would go still 
higher. Mortgages grew bigger 
and finally the prices broke and 
the banks and insurance com- 
panies took over. Sometimes farm 
roads were barricaded and 
manned by grim-faced farmers 
with shotguns, when the sheriff 
and his men came out to fore- 
close. Some of the banks went un- 
der, too, but the big insurance 
companies were generally power- 
ful enough to ride out the storm— 
even though they never wrote 
those farms into their statements 
at their actual “forced sale” value! 
The comeback after that farm de- 
bacle in 1921 was slow, Farmers 
became renters on land they had 
owned—or “Okies” heading west 
in broken-down jalopies. Those 
who hung on literally living on 
the deterioration of their barns, 
fences, machinery, homes and soil, 
sold the crops they raised in un- 
protected world markets and 
bought what they had to buy at 
prices fixed by limited production 
in a protected domestic market. 
The young folks couldn't go off 
to college to learn better ways of 
farming, for there was no money 
to send them. So they went to look 
for work in the cities in a labor 


market which was steadily shrink- 
ing in comparison with our grow- 
ing population, 

* * 


There was a boom of sorts going 
on in the cities during those 
years. Remember it? It was a 
boom based on wild-eyed specula- 
tion in fictitious values during a 
time of shrinking production—and 


in a country which boasted of its. 


resources, its manufacturing skill 
and its marketing techniques, But 
nearly 30,000,000 people whose in- 
come came from the land were be- 
ing steadily driven from the con- 
sumer market and production 
slowed still further. Paper wealth 
bulged the nation’s safety deposit 
boxes while jobs got scarcer and 
job seekers headed back to the 
bankrupt farms and the end came 
in 1929, several years before 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had even 
been thought of as presidential 
timber. 

The road back has been a pain- 
ful one for American agriculture. 
Hardly had a start been made 
when the drouth years came and 
the topsoil on millions of acres of 
crop land lifted in the burning 
winds and blew eastward to be 
lost, at last, in the Atlantic ocean. 
Gradually we tied that land down

again, building windbreaks and 
sowing back to grass the prairie 
fields which had been plowed to 
grow wheat, Slowly we built our 
“soil conservation districts” where 
farmers along a watershed agreed 
to join together to undo the evils 
of generations of bad farming. 
Slowly the land came into pro- 
ductiveness again — although even 
today we are unable to increase 
the total yield per acre over what 
it was 60 years ago. The produc- 
tivity of our good land just barely 
makes up for the low yields on 
land still going down-grade, It was 
only the war, finally, which raised 
the farmer’s income to somewhere 
near the national average, enabled 
him to pay off his debts and left 
him in that comfortable economic 
condition where good living is 
again possible—the kind of living 
which we would like to have our 
children learn about and share. 


I’m hoping farmers are intelli- 
gent enough not to want another 
period of “boom and bust.” I’m 
hoping the memories of country 
bankers and dealers in farm ma- 
chinery and other things farmers 
buy and equipment manufacturers 
who make the tools that till the 
soil, haven't “blanked out” to what 
happened to agriculture — and 
eventually to other consumers 
and finally to industry itself — 
back in those years of “boom and 
bust.” I'm hoping that ten years 
from now city folks will still think 
of the farm as a fine place to send 
youngsters for the summer, or a 
good place to go themselves for 
release from the tensions * city 
living.

East's club length indicated that 
there would not be many defensive 
club r but the suit was im- 
pressive for no trump rposes, 
The A-10 of spades, pon 4. — valu- 
able against a two-diamond con- 
tract, probably would be even 
more important for no trump, 
Finally, East should have felt that 
a four-trick defeat of the two 
diamond contract was highly prob- 
lematic, whereas a game for his 
own side in no trump appeared an 
odds-on chance. Thus, East would 
have been much better advised te 
take out the double to two no 
trump. 


The two-diamond contract should 
have been defeated 500 points 
(which would not have been ade- 
quate compensation for Tast 
West) but actually, on bad de 
tense, it went down only twe 
tricks. West opened a club and 
East foolishly put up the ace and 
returned the jack. Declarer won 
and banged down the queen of 
diamonds, West won and shifted 
to a low spade. East put up the 
ace, thereby assuring declarer of 
two spade tricks, and returned a 
spade. Declarer finally made 
dummy’s heart king, his own two 
spades, and two diamonds, for a 
total of six tricks and a North 
South top on the board.
